SCRIPTURE SELECTIONS 


O come, let us worship and bow down, let us kneel 
before the Lord, our Maker. 


God is a Spirit and they that worship Him must 
worship in spirit and in truth. 


Our help is in the Name of the Lord, Who made 
heaven and earth. 


Where two or three are gathered together in My 
Name, saith the Lord Jesus, there am I in the midst 


of them. 


Having these promises, let us draw near to the 
throne of grace with true hearts, in full assurance of 


faith. 


This is the confidence that we have in Him, that, if 
we ask anything according to His will, He heareth us. 
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(All bowing their heads or kneeling, the Leader reads 
the following Invocation, closing with the Lord’s - 
Prayer, in which all join.)

and forgive us our trespasses, as we forgive those who 
trespass against us; and lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil; for Thine is the kingdom, 
and the power, and the glory, for ever. Amen. 


(Then may be read by the Leader or responsively 
with the audience.) 


PSALM 19 


The Heavens declare the glory of God; and the fir- 
mament showeth His handiwork.

_ There is no speech nor language where their voice 
is not heard.

the testimony of the Lord is sure, making wise the 
simple. 


The statutes of the Lord are right, rejoicing the 
heart: the commandment of the Lord is pure, enlight- 
ening the eyes. 


The fear of the Lord is clean, enduring for ever: 
the judgments of the Lord are true and righteous 
altogether. 


More to be desired are they than gold, yea, than 
much fine gold: sweeter also than honey and the 
honeycomb. 


Moreover by them is thy servant warned: and in 
keeping of them there is great reward. 


Who can understand his errors: cleanse thou me 
from secret faults. 


Keep back thy servant also from presumptuous sins ; 
let them not have dominion over me: then shall I be 
upright, and I shall be innocent from the great trans- 
gression. 

Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of 
my heart, be acceptable in Thy sight: O Lord, my 
strength, and my redeemer. 
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(Let all standing repeat together.)

SCRIPTURE SELECTIONS 


Praise ye the Lord. Praise God in His sanctuary: 
Praise Him in the firmament of His power. Praise 
Him for His mighty acts: Praise Him according to 
His excellent greatness. Let every thing that hath 
breath praise the Lord. Praise ye the Lord. 


(Psalm 150: 1-2, 6) 
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O that men would praise the Lord for His good- 
ness, and for His wonderful works to the children of 
men! And let them sacrifice the sacrifices of thanks- 
giving, and declare His works with rejoicing. They 
that go down to the sea in ships, that do business in 
great waters; these see the works of the Lord, and 
His wonders in the deep. For He commandeth, and 
raiseth the stormy wind, which lifteth up the waves 
thereof. ‘They mount up to the heaven, they go down 
again to the depths: their soul is melted because of 
trouble. ‘They reel to and fro, and stagger like a 
drunken man, and are at their wit’s end. Then they 
cry unto the Lord in their trouble, and He bringeth 
them out of their distresses. He maketh the storm a 
calm, so that the waves thereof are still. Then are 
they glad because they be quiet; so He bringeth them 
unto their desired haven. O that men would praise 
the Lord for His goodness, and for His wonderful 
works to the children of men! (Psalm 107: 21-31) 


The waters saw Thee, O God, the waters saw Thee; 
they were afraid; the depths also were troubled. The 
clouds poured out water: the skies sent out a sound: 
Thine arrows also went abroad. The voice of Thy 
thunder was in the heaven: the lightnings lightened 
the world: the earth trembled and shook. Thy way 
is in the sea, and| Thy path in the great waters, and 
Thy footsteps are not known. (Psalm 77 : 16-19) 


Have mercy upon me, O God, according to Thy lov- 
ing kindness: according unto the multitude of Thy 
tender mercies blot out my transgressions. Wash me 
thoroughly from mine iniquity, and cleanse me from 
my sin. For I acknowledge my transgressions: and 
my sin is ever before me. Against Thee, Thee only, 
have I sinned, and done this evil in Thy sight: that 
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Thou mightest be justified when Thou speakest, and 
be clear when Thou judgest. Create in me a clear 
heart, O God; and renew a right spirit: within me. 
Casti me not away from Thy presence; and take not 
Thy Holy Spirit from me. Restore unto me the joy 
of Thy salvation; and uphold me with Thy free spirit. 


(Psalm 51: 1-4, 10-12) 


God is our refuge and strength, a very present help 
in trouble. Therefore will not we fear, though the 
earth be removed, and though the mountains be car- 
ried into the midst of the sea; Though the waters 
thereof roar and be troubled, though the mountains 
shake with the swelling thereof. (Psalm 46: 1-3) 


For God so loved the world, that He gave His only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in Him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life. For God sent 
not His Son into the world to condemn the world; but 
that the world through Him might be saved. He that 
believeth on Him is not condemned: but he that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already, because he hath not 
believed in the name of the only begotten Son of God. 
And this is the condemnation, that light is come into 
the world, and men loved darkness rather than light 
because their deeds were evil. For every one that 
doeth evil hateth the light, neither cometh to the light, 
lest his deeds should be reproved. But he that doeth 
truth cometh to the light, that his deeds may be made 
manifest, that they are wrought in God. 


(John 3: 16-21) 


Be of good courage, He shall strengthen your heart, 
all you that hope in the Lord. Which hope we have 
as an anchor of the soul both sure and steadfast. 


(Psalms 31 :24—Hebrews 6:19) 
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For as many,as are led by the Spirit of God, they 
are the sons of God. For ye have not received the 
spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye have received 
the Spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 
The Spirit itself beareth witness with our spirit, that 
we are the children of God. And if children, then 
heirs; heirs of God, and joint-heirs with Christ: if so 
be that we suffer with Him, that we may be also 
glorified together. Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not what we should pray for 
as we ought: but the Spirit itself maketh intercession 
for us with groanings which cannot be uttered. And He 
that searcheth the hearts knoweth what is the mind 
of the Spirit, because He maketh intercession for the 
saints according to the will of God. And we know 
that all things work together for good to them that 
love God, to them who are the called according to 
His purpose. 


(Romans 8 :14-17, 26-28) 


Jesus said, This is My commandment, That ye love 
one another, as I have loved you. Greater love hath 
no man than this, that a man lay down his life for his 
friends. Ye are My friends, if ye do whatsoever I 
command you. Henceforth I call you not servants; 
for the servant knoweth not what his lord doeth: but 
I have called you friends for all things that I have 
heard of my Father I have made known unto you. 
Ye have not chosen Me, but I have chosen you, and 
ordained you, that ye should go and bring forth fruit, 
and that your fruit should remain: that whatsoever 
ye shall ask of the Father in My name, He may give 
it you. 

(John 15: 12-16) 
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Seeing then that we have a great High Priest, that 
is passed into the heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let 
us hold fast our profession. For we have not an High 
Priest which cannot be touched with the feeling of 
our infirmities; but was in all points tempted like as 
we are, yet without sin. Let us therefore come boldly 
unto the throne of grace, that we may obtain mercy, 
and find grace to help in time of need. 


(Hebrews 4: 14-16) 


(With all bowing their heads or kneeling, the Leader 
reads some or all the following prayers. At the close 
of each one let all repeat, “Amen.”)

Jesus said, I am the resurrection and the life: he 
that believeth in Me, though he were dead, yet shall 
he live: And whosoever liveth and believeth in Me 
shall never die.

Bless the Lord, O my soul: and all that is within 
me, bless His holy name. Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and forget not all His benefits. Who forgiveth all 
thine iniquities; who healeth all thy diseases; Who 
redeemeth thy life from destruction; Who crowneth 
thee with loving-kindness and tender mercies. He 
will not always chide; neither will He keep His anger 
for ever.

For as 
the heaven is high above the earth, so great is His 
mercy toward them that fear Him.

His own glorious body; according to the mighty 
working whereby He is able to subdue all things unto 
Himself.

Almighty God, our heavenly Father, Who in Thy 
perfect wisdom and mercy hast ended for Thy servant 
departed the voyage of this troublous life, grant, we 
beseech Thee, that we, who are still to continue our 
course amidst earthly dangers, temptations, and trou- 
bles, may evermore be protected by Thy mercy, and 
may finally come to the haven of eternal salvation, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord, in Whose Name we 
pray, saying:
